Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.133(b), the following records the substance of 
the interview conducted with Examiner Schwartz on August 25, 2008. 

During the interview, Applicants' counsel presented arguments in favor of 
patent ability as discussed in the Remarks section of the Reply previously filed on 
August 5, 2008. Additionally, the Examiner was shown a Knorr-Bremse SN7 
model air disc brake in order to familiarize the Examiner with the caliper, 
closing plate and retaining clamp components. Applicants' counsel described 
how the closing plate of the SN7 air disc brake would be modified in accordance 
with the closing plate disclosed in the present application. 

Lastly, Examiner Schwartz noted that the 'listing of claims" provided in 
the Reply of August 5, 2008 did not appear to relate to the instant application. 
Applicants' counsel agreed that the listing of claims was erroneous and that 
claims 11-30, as set forth in the Preliminary Amendment of July 22, 2005, were
